highly probable, that evem im wbple wards of a like or near. 
found, one word was fometimes written down for another. 
Thefe errors, being followed and augmented by. thofe of 
the Printer in the firft impreflion, received, full an addi- 
tional incréafe in the fucceeding editions. The like has 
happened to many Other Englith books, in prole, as well 
as in \erfe, which have bosng. feveral editions, the lait of 
which are, generally the molt incorrect , infomuch shay in 
fome of them it is, neceflary to + ay recousle to the firlt, 
asto a manu(cript, to dilcover the true original meaning 
of the Author. ‘This obfervation was made to the Public, 
not long ago, in relation to Mr. CuiLLinaswortn’s Safe 
guide, &c. and I fear it may be juftly applied to many other 
pieces. Which incorreétnels is, I behteve, chiefly owing 
to the inadvertency, and foinetimes ignorance, of Printers, 
who frequently undertake the correction of Englifh books 
themfelves. 

And if this be the cafe of the profaical pieces, that of 
the poetical myft neceflarily be much worfe ; which even 
a‘learned perfon is not capable of correéting, unlefs he 
have likewife a tafte for Poctry, and fomgwhat of a poeti- 
cal Genius himfelf. Of this our learned Editor being 
throughly fenfible, to prepare his readers for a mage can- 
did reception of his Emendations of Paradife Lo/, affures 
them, in Viror.’s words, * That he has verfes by him of 
« his own 4 ay that fome Paftors cali him a Poet;

« but that he does not believe them.

Now altho’ this has been hitherto fo great a fecret to the 
world, that they never entertained the leaft fulpicion of 
any iuch thing :-yet 1 doubt not, but they will not only 
believe the two former parts of the Dogtor’s affirmation, 
but will likewife readily join with him in the lat part, 
and not prefume to differ in this point from the faith of 
fo great a Divine. 

Many of thefe typographical errors are obvious to a di- 
ligent Reader 5 who will not be furprized at them, if he 
configer the two fources above-mentioned, from which 
they muft neceflarily flow. But there are befides many 
other diemishes im this Poem, which no man ever difco- 
vered, or even fufpected, till our Learned Editor took it in 
hand. Mutton himielf was guilty of many fips and ined- 
vertencies, Which cannot be red efjed without a change both 
of the words ard jenfe. There are likewile fome inconf/- 
tencies in the very jyflem and plan of bis Poem. Pag. 4. 
To thefe, he declares, the Author may fairly plead Not guilty, 
becaute he had left his eye Agdt 3 which it feems is ‘as 
neceflary to draw ¢he p/anot an Epic Poem, as of a 
magnificent Palace.

tor not giving 4 more publick encouragement to lear 
ahd men of wit. The general run of Authors take ui, 
opportunities of calumniating the prefent age, beyond any 
‘that has preceded. In this, in fhort, confiits the whole 
imyftery of ‘writing 5 for tho” in reality, genius and learn- 
ing are, in a modern Author's Arithmetick, but of fmall 
value’ or confideration ; yet if he cries out in an angry 
tone, that men of parts are neglected, there are thoulamds 
of charitable Readers, who are immediately for ranking 
him in that clafg. I may take upon me ‘to affirm, that 
learning is, in this age, fu far from being’ difcouraged, that 
even the meaneft pretenders. te it meet with conitant pro- 
tection and affillanee. , 

‘Lhe |Authors of this Town, by a moderate reckoning, 
may be computed at &x thouland.; four thoufand that are 
concerned in political. difcourtes,..one in dramatic’ pér- 
formances, and the other odd thoufind in petit piecds.’ A 
formidable army to be maintained by the pure benevo- 
lence of the publick, Difband: half our Writers, and the 
Heflians. may be maintained another. year, without an 
great burthen.

The moft chafitable thougiits 
thitcan furely be entertained, are either to pity their folly 
and ignorance; or elfe to conclude, that there muft be 
fomething worfe in their endeavours to impofe upon man- 
kind, by applaudiog what indiipytably ought to have been 
condemned to the Flames. A man that claps out of 
time is making the molt poignant Satire againit himfelf: 
‘tis like laughing in company at no Jeft. How far beneath 
his quality does a Nobleman appear, when at the head of 
a formidable party to countenance fuch a piece! The re- 
poach docs not lye in being a friend to a bad Poct, but 
in patronizing his Works. 

\mong the Greeks and Romans, their Captains and 
Generals were frequently men of the fineft parts, improved 
by the molt liberal cducation.
